His great Monarch Glorioufly afcending his Throne, 
| being borne to greatneffe above his Anceftors, to 
whom all fubmitted as to another Salomon, for wifedome 
and juftice,as well as for chat he brought with him ano- 
ther Crown, whereby thofe Kingdomes that had fe long 
contended for rights and liberties’, perhaps oft times pre- 
tended rather to fatisfie their prefene purpofes, then that 
jaltice required ic 5; But {uch is the frailcy of humane nature 
as not to be content with what we poffcfle, but firives 


by all meanes co enthrall the weaker that is neceflitated — 
C ; to 3 
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to prevent the worft, though by fuch meanes fometimes to 
their greater ruine ; With this Union there was alfoa ge- 
nerall peace concluded between the State, and the King of 
Spaine, the then onely enemy of our Nation and Religion, 
whereby our Men of war by Sea and Land were left deftitute 
of all hope of imployment under their owne Prince; And 
therefore there was liberty given to them (for preventing 
other evils) to be entertained as Mercenaries under what 
Prince or State they pleafed; A liberty granted upon thew 
_ of reafon, yet of a dangerous confequence, when our friends 
and Allyes that had long travelled with us in one and the 
fame quarrell, fhould now finde our {words fharpned as well 
again{t, as for them ; Howfoever reafon of State approved 
thereof, the World forbore not to cenfure it as their affecti~ 
ons Jed them, others grew jealous what might be the iffue, 
¢fpecially when it was found that by fuch liberty. the {word 
Was put into their hands, the Law had prohibited them the 
ufe ; Some there were not liking to be fervants to forreigne 


States, thought it better became them to put in practice the” 


_veviving refolution of thofe free Spirits, that rather chofe 
to fpend themfelves in feeking a mew World, then fervilely 
tobe hired but as Slaughterers in the quarrels of Strangers ; 
This refolution being ftronger then their meancs to put ic 
into execution, they were forced to let it reft as.a dreame,till 
God fhould give the meanes to ftir up the inclination of fuch 
a power able to bring it tolife ; And fo it pleafed our great 
God that there hapned to come into the harbour of Plymouth 
(where I then commanded) one Captain Waymouth that had 
been imployed by the Lord Arundel of Warder for the difco~ 
veryof the North-weftpaflage.

‘the Coaft of América, called Penmaquid, from. whence he 
brought -five of the Natives, three of whofe names were

rived there, but not-hearing by any meanes. what became of 
him, after he had made a perfect difcovery of all thofe 
Fuivers and Harbours he was informed of by his inftru&i- 
ont, (the feafon of the yeare requiring his return) brings 
with him the moft exa& difcovery of that Coait that ever 
came to my hands fince, and indeed he was the beft able 
to performe it of any I met withall to this prefent, which 
with his relation of the Country, wrought fuch an ime.

min, Howfoever heartned by hopes, willing he was to 
dye in acting fomething thac might be ferviceable to | 

‘God, and honourable to his Country, but that of the 
death of the cheife juftice was fuch a’ corrafive to all, ag 
ftrack chem with defpaire of future remedy, and it was 
the more augmented, ‘when they heard of the Sir Fobn 
Gilbert, Elder brother of Ralph Gilbert that was then their 
Prefident, a man worthy to be beloved of them all for 
his indultry, and care for their well being ; The Prefie 
dent was to return cto fetcle the flace his Brother had lefy 
him, upen which all refolved to quit the place, and with 
one confent co away, by which means all our former hopes 
were frozen to death, though Sir Francis Popham could.

one Captain Henry H.#ley anto me, bringing with him a 
Native of che Hland of Capawick, a place feated to the 
Southward of Cape Codd whofe name was Epenewe a per- 
fon of a goodly ftature, ftrong and well proportioned, 
this man was taken upon the main with {ome twenty 
nine others by a fhip of London chat endeavoured to {eli 
them for ‘flaves in Spaines but being underftood that they 
were Americans, and found ‘to be unapt for their ufes, they 
would not meddle wich them, this being one of them 
they refufed, wherein they expreft more worth thea 
- thofe that brought them to the market, who could noc 
but know that our Nation was at that time in travaile 
for fetling of Chriftian Colonies upon that continent, it 
being an a& much tending to our prejudice, when we 
came into that pare of the Countries, as it ‘thall further 
appeares how Captaine Harley came to be poffeffed of this 
~ Savage, 1 know not, but I underftood by others how he 
had been fhewed in Londes for a wonder, it is true( as 
1 have faid. ) he was a goodly man of a brave afpet, 


ftouc and fober in his demeanor, and had learned fo 


much £nglifh as to bid thofe thas wondred at him, 
welcome, welcome, this being the laft and beft ufe they 
could make of him, that was now growne out of the 
peoples wonder, the Captain, falling further into} his 
familiarity, found him co be of acquaintance and friend- 

 thip with thofe fubje&t to the Bojfhcbs, whom the Cap- 
tain well knew, being himfelfe one’ of the Planta-

tion, fent over by the Lord chiefe juftice, and by that 
means underftood much-of his langaage, found our the 
place of his birch, nature of the Country, their feverall 
kinds of commodities, and the like, by which he con- 
ceived great hope that good might be. made of him, if 
sheancs could” be found forhis imploymear, bat fading 
adventurers of thac kind were worne out of date 5 after 
fo many faylings, and fo foone won the return of our 
late Colony, bue the Gentleman calling to mind my 
aptneffe to. defignes. of that nature, lays up his refk- to 
difcover his greateft fecrets to me. by whem had hoped 
to rife or fall in this a&tion, afcer he had {poken with 
me, and that F had {cen his Savage, though I had. fome 
reafon to beleive the Gentleman in what he cold, me, 
yet | thought ic not amiffe to. take fome time before I 
undertook a bufinefle (. as I thought ) fo improbable in 
fome particulars, bue yet F doubted not, my _refolution 
‘being fuch ( as is faid ). I might make fome ufe of 
his fervice; And therefore wifht him to leave him wich: 
me, giving him my Word, thar when I faw my > time 
to fend againe to thofeparts, he fhould: have notice of ir, 
and 1 would be glad to accept of his fervice, and that 
with as great kindneffe as he freely offered it, in the meane 
time, he might be pleated. to. take his owne courfe..

{waded upon his petition to give ‘content for his loffe,
